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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire experienced 
an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of 
these wildfires were campfires left unattended, unsupervised 
children and debris fires that escaped control. All of these 
fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27 II) 
requires that, "No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any 
material in the open, except when the ground is covered with 


snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 
Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done." 


Violations of RSA 24:26 II and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up 
to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assist- 
ed many towns in wildland fire suppression during 1993 and parti- 
Cipated in many fire prevention programs. This year, the nation 
is celebrating Smokey Bear’s 50th anniversary. The State of New 
Hampshire Forest Protection Bureau will be working with many 
communities to spread the fire prevention message--"Remember... 
Only YOU can prevent forest fires." Fire prevention is the most 
cost effective fire suppression tool. Please be careful around 
fires and help us and our communities have a fire safe year.

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EFFINGHAM PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board passed another slow year due to the lack of 
growth in New Hampshire. No new subdivisions were created and 
only several boundary line adjustments. 


This is not to say that the Board was not busy in 1993. There 
were many questions about land use, some of which the Board could 
not legally act on, as they were concerned with lots of record 
(i.e. lots in existence before the formation of the Board in 
1972). On these lots, only the Wetlands and Steep Slope ordi- 
nances apply and, according to state law, the Planning Board has 
no other jurisdiction. 


Other matters concerned violations of Subdivision Regulations and 
violations of conditions for subdivision. The Board feels that 
many of these could have been prevented by the simple matter of 
having a building permit procedure in town. This would not re- 
strict building in any way, but would inform prospective builders 
of Planning, Steep Slopes and Wetland regulations before a 
structure was constructed, preventing much aggravation to all. 


In 1994, the Board will drop its membership in the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission. The Board consulted them twice in 1993, 
making it much more cost effective to pay them on a per use basis 
rather than the eight hundred plus dollars our dues currently 
run. When economic conditions warrant it, the Board will renew 
its membership. 


The Board meets the first Tuesday of each month at the Town Hall 
and welcomes public participation as well as suggestions 
concerning changes in the regulations.

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REPORT TO DISTRICT ONE CITIZENS 


The five-member Executive Council acts much like a Board of 
Directors within the Executive Branch of your State Govern- 
ment. We have the authority granted to the Governor and Council 
by constitutional and statutory law for the overall administra- 
tion of the affairs of State as defined by the NH Constitution, 
NH statutes, advisory opinions of the Attorney General and 
opinions of the NH Supreme Court. 


We each represent one-fifth of the population divided into five 
districts. Our District consists of 98 towns and four cities 
spread over all or parts of five of New Hampshire’s ten counties. 
The current population of our district is 221,000 people - 
basically the land area north of Concord. 


Of prime importance to this region is the development of the 
highway transportation program throughout the State. The NH 
Legislature by law set in motion a two-year cycle which will 
start July 1, 1994 which requires each Councilor to hold public 
hearings to ascertain highway and transportation needs. We then ~ 
will make a recommended plan for highways to the NH Legislature 
by February 1997. Governor Merrill will be making his 1994 
recommendations to the NH Legislature by Februaryl15, 1994. Town, 
cities, counties and citizens having an interest in this should 
contact their local State Representatives and State Senator. 


Another project that is of continuing interest to this District 
is the nomination and confirmation of individuals to the dozens 
of State boards and commissions on which the Governor and Council 
are required to fill with qualified and interested citizens. If 
you are interested, please forward a copy of your resume to me.

During 1993, Kimball Chase Company provided the following services to the Town: 
1) Continued water quality monitoring of groundwater and the South River. 
2) Transfer Station permitting. 
3) Transfer Station design and layout. 
The results obtained from water quality monitoring indicate the same conditions as 1992. 
The landfill is generating leachate, but is having minimal impact upon groundwater. No 
surface water impact has been noted. Reports are issued three (3) times each year to the 
Town and the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES). 
We are currently completing the Interim Closure Application for the solid waste landfill. 
The interim closure presents significant savings to the Town, due to its lower construction 
cost, if accepted by NHDES. Construction could possibly begin in the summer of 1994. 


Kimball Chase appreciates the work which Effingham has asked us to undertake since 1988. 
We look forward to continuing our work with the Town and addressing its solid waste 
disposal requirements in this coming year.
